from the honours and privileges of the 
Gardinalttje aud tho; Episcopate, and 
which menaces him with a privation of 
llicin unless he makes liis reappearance in 
Homo before tho 2i)i,li Duceinbcr. 

A few (liiys only have elajiscd since his 
Eminence, in proof of bis obedience to 
the l^ojio, resolved on leaving Naples. 
Tbe letter which announced this submis-

Sewiug Wouen's Wages. 

The poor women of New York aro 
suficring an unusual season of distress this 
winter, uggravated by a competitioti for 
tho very little work oiTering from iho 
wives and daughters of the farmers of the 
country adjacent to that city. The l\^uw 
York Sun says the railroads nro daily 
filled with goods destined for the interior of 
tbe State, where agents distribute them 
among the farmers' wives and daughters, 
who in their leisure moments raaito pin 
money by working on tbein. This bears 
hordly upon the wretched working women 
of Now York City. It would not be so 
bad if tho country women did not work 
for less than city women can possibly 
afford to do. The following statistics will 
givo some idea of tbe wages of women i 
they could get employmeDt; Shirtmakers, 
working 00 fall time, can earn 75 cents a 
day; hut now they nro fortunate if they 
earn 50 cents. Linen dusters, which

The groat^ist 
recnrdeJ io Kngland is that of 1814, in which, 
lor -18 hours, the sn.iw fell so lunouoly ihui 
drills ol Hi, 20 and 2-1 feet were lecorded in 
varioiia pi. ices. In the South of Scntlafd, in 
1820, tliuro were 13 drift) days, which killed 
niii '-tanibs of all the shei-p. Go Eskdulc 
.Monro, out of 20,000, only 45 were left alive, 
and tlio shcphsrdi everywhere built up hu^e 
neini-circular walls of the dead ciealures lo 
Hiljrd eholter to the living till the galo shou'd 
end.

Tilt moihod, which is nirople and ingenious, 
consijis in drilling a hole in tho mass for 
about ono-lhird of lis ihicknes aud Glling the 
hola with water; then closing it with a steal 
plug which Ills very accurate y and letting 
the ram of a pile-driver fall ou Iho plug. 
The fust blow separates tbo cast iron into 
two pisaes. 

Bksciikr a RiTi/ALiiT.— The wood of tbe 
now Plymouth church (IJeecher's) pulpit 
Was broujjht from Iho Holy Lund liy tho 
Quaker City. The old mahogany desk which 
lias borne tho repealed blows lor years, did 
its duty on Sunday, 29;h uli., for the last 
time.

The 
doubt, and tho only doubt ia whether a 
natural- born subject, haviug deliberately 
chaiigod his country and formally renoancid 
Ills allo:;iuiico, ouKbt not to bo placed on the 
same fro'.ing wiib fureifjners as regards Ida 
proceediegs on a foreign soil.
